The great lakes are down Ji9 
Superior, Illenois, Huron, Erie and 
Froutenac, "N; England" is all one lit- 
tle patch reaching up to the St. Law- 
rence. Louisiana occupies most of tha 
middle country, Tho"Oyo" riveris the 
name of the Ohio. The chief town of 
.New Jersey is said to be Elizabeth 
Town. Tha climate is thus explained, 
"In the north are vast unknown Moun- 
tains, perpetually covered with snow 
from whence the "Winds blowing the 
greatest part of the year these Countries 
become much colder than those in Bu- 
ropo in the same latitudes." 


It is interesting to note that this work 


that is more than a centtiry and a half 
old should advocate quite vigorously the 
construction of canals across the Pana- 
ma and Suess isthmuses. — Hartford 
Courant.

Tucker, "who weso not in lavor df a war

effect. I am ono of those who wore not in 
favor of tho United States entering the 
field of world politics. 
But tho war has 


icon fought and won. Wo no\v have a 
seat at thu international table of diplomacy 
which wo must occupy whether we will 
or not. And I am in favor of accepting 
the responsibility with promptness unil of 
conducting our affairs in tho West Indies 
and in tho far east with firmness. Ik is no 
uso to say that wo wish things wero diffor- 
nf. It is the part of wisdom for u.s to ;ic- 
ccpt tho situation manfully and to busa 
future action on circumstances as they 
aro, and npt on what might or should 
have been." 


Professor Tucker is bound to bo heard 


of again in, tho politics of his own state 
and will moro than probably lie sent back 
to tho houso 'of i'o'presentiwives at some 
time in tho future, though not until his 
views and thoso qf his party's leaders ou 
tho money question are brought more 
nearly into accord than they now aro or 
wero when tho last congressional election 
was held. Rightly or otherwise, he be- j 
lieves in tho single standard of money, i 
otherwise ho would now be a member of 
the house instead of a law professor. 


Protcssor Tucker is an agreeable man 


personally and possessed of those especial 
characteristics which go to make up the 
typical southern gentleman. As a public 
speaker ho is logical, graceful and effect- 
ive. He is a warm personal friend of 
General Fitz-Hugh Loe, of whom he de- 
clares that "he has not lost his head once 
sinoo first placed in close touch with the 
relations between tho United States and 
Spain with- regard to Cuba." 


Soldier* Glad to Be Discharged. 


The soldiers who fought through the 


Santiago campaign and have been or are 
about to be discharged are a happy lot of 
men, if there ever was one. They are^not 
at all averse to making tneir joy known, 
either, or to relating the reason thereof. 


As the true state of affairs before Santi- 


ago becomes better known through th» 
telling of their personal experiences by the 
returned privates, it is clearly seen here 
that troops hare rarely pnt up with greater 
privations or overopmc more appalling dif- 
ficulties in all modern warfare. 


Tho situation hi the trenches, as spoken 


of by tho men who fought in them, was 
simply indescribable, and tho wonder is 
not 'that BO largo a proportion have re- 
turned wholly or partly broken in health, 
but rather that tho proportion is so small. 
At tha same time, the supposition that the 
soldiers in th<? coming army of occupation 
which in any circumstances must bo 
maintained for some time will be in sim- 
ilar peril is clearly orroncous. 


It need not l»e necessary for these sol- 


diers to sleep on the ground or-without 
shelter. They will not be short of food. 
They will riot he obliged to get their 
drinking water from streams polluted by 
the animals of their own wagon trains. 
Permanent hospitals, well ventilated, well 
furnished and well supplied will be pro- 
vided for thorn when they aro ill. Nono 
of the more trying conditions that made- 
tho Santiago campaign so horrible will ex- 
ist, in fact, and, while tho climate in Cuba 
and in lessor degree in Porto Bico is some- 
what trying to persons of northern birth, 
its perils may be and will bo enormously 
decreased.

Dealers Watching Each Other For Ille- 


gal Sales. 
Threats of Suits 


Against the City. 


The loc question, which the board of 


health decided in the spring, is by no 
means settled as far as the icemen arc 
concerned, and the action of the board 
in enforcing its rulings is being watch- 
ed closely by interested parties.

It was so serious and the 
military prospect was so bad that Cap- 
tain General Polavieja had recourse to 
Spain's great weapons, bribery and 
stratagem. He made an offer of am- 
nesty to all the insurgents, a solemn 
promise to concede every reform de- 


. sired and a large sum of money suffi- 
! cient to take the leaders out of the 
realm. 
The insurgents accepted the 


proposal and laid down their arms. The 
chiefs went, to Hongkong, where they 
received, it is said, $100,000 of the $1,- 
000,000 promised, the remainder, accord- 
ing to rumor, having gone into the 
captain general's pocket. The reforms 
were not granted, and a heavy force of 
soldiers, distributed at every strategic 
point, made quick work of the heroic 
few who tried to revive the rebellion. 
This news, it will be remembered, was 
proclaimed in the Spanish press to have 
been a magnificent victory for the

This is performed on every 


ship of the service, in no matter what 
part of the- world she may be, at least 
once a month. The articles of war ara 
nothing- less than a sort of professional 
decalogue or an expression ol faith, up 
to which every officer and man of the 
American navy must live. 


The day on which the ceremony is 


performed is u&ually the third Sunday 
of each month. The day preceding is 
a busy one for the members of the cr»w 
and the wardroom 
servants. 
Equip- 


ments are got out and brushed up. 
Swords are brought out and the brass 
work brightened up. The depths of the 
bureau drawers are ransacked to fish 
out the gold bound coats, "brass trou- 
seis," cocked hats, epaulets and gold 
belts that must be worn on thi£ day un- 
less the weather is unfavorable or th9 
ship is at sea. 
, The full dress uniforms are rarely 
used at olln.r times unless on important 
state occasions, and they are kept care- 
fully stowed away, protected from moth 
and mold, for they are costly affairs 
and are paid for out of the pockets of ' 
their owners. 


"When the morning for the ceremonies •
